—Tho com mence­ 
m ent of new and greater efforts to 
force the Dardanelles and thus bring 
succor to the Kussians, who arc still 
being hard pressed by the Austro-Ger- 
m a us in Eastern Poland and the Bal­ 
tic provinces, and at the same time 
to influence the 
Balkan states, to­ 
gether with an allied air raid over 
Zwebruecken and Sankt Ingbert, Ba­ 
varia. in which eight persons were 
killed and two wounded, are the fea­ 
tures of the war news. 
The renewed attem pt against the 
Turkish positions, which apparently is 
in full swing, seem s to be a concerted 
one. 
A ttacks are being m ade at tho 
tip of the peninsula, along the Krl- 
thin road, where a gain of lit Hr yards 
on a front of HOO yards has been made, 
and at Sari Bair, where an im portant 
coast town has been o< cupied, accord­ 
ing to General Sir fan Hamilton, coin* 
mandyr-in-chief of the British forces. 
"Elsew here,” General Ham ilton’s re­ 
port continues, "a fresh landing has 
been successfully effected and consid­ 
erable progress made." 
This landing evidently was a sur­ 
prise to the Turks, as 630 prisoners, a 
num ber of guns and a quantity of m a­ 
terial are declared to have been taken 
by the British forces. 
A Turkish oltieial report supplies 
the localities of two landings. Accord­ 
ing to this forces were put ashore in 
the environs of Karachali, a town on 
the road which skirts the north shore 
of the Gulf of Taros, opposite the 
neck of the Rallipoli peninsula, and 
near Avl Burnu. 


One Landing Successful. 


A t Av! Burnu the T urks admit the 
landing was successfully carried out, 
but they claim to have dispersed the 
troops which came ashore near K ara­ 
chali. 
It is believed in military cir­ 
cles here that the landing at K ara­ 
chali was only a feint to disguise the 
real intention of the allies 
The forcing of the Dardanelles is 
realized by the m ilitary critics here 
to be of the greatest Importance, for 
they assert that it is the only way the 
allies can render imm ediate aid to 
Russia and repay h er for the great 
sacrifices she has made for the com­ 
mon cause. 
Iii addition it is believed bv th** 
m ilitary observers that a success here 
would tiring the Balkan states defi­ 
nitely over to tile side of the quad­ 
ruple entente powers In the war.

Today’s announcem ent by the Unitarian prem ier of th e term s 
on which Bulgaria is willing to fight for th e quad ru p le e n t e n t e 
is the most im p o rtan t development in the 
Balkan 
situ atio n 
since th e Allies’ negotiations w ith Bulgaria began. 
T he fate 
of the Turks is now being closely bargained for a t Sofia and 
the futu re development of southeastern Europe is in th e b a l­ 
ance. 
Only firm diplomacy on th e part of the Allies is needed to 
entice Bulgaria into the war. 
The Sofia g o v ern m e n t 
is u n ­ 
questionably prepared to fight for the te rrito ry it 
lost d u rin g 
the second Balkan war, and if the Allies fail to buy the Bulgar 
armies for the ir own use t h e blame will be en tire ly upon them. 
The Bulgarian premier s terms are not such as th e Allies cannot 
meet. 
Bulgaria, appal ut Iv in willing to a bandon its form er 


in s i s te n c e upon receiving part of t h e Greek Egean coast and 
will count Serbion Macedonia a sufficient payment. 
Serbia's consent, therefore. *s the sole rem a in in g m ajo r r e ­ 
quirement which the Allies must 
have in order to start 
the 
Bulgarian 
troops 
toward C onstantinople. Serbia is Hie country 
that brought on the present conflict. 
Had it not been for the in 
terramt ion of England and P ra n ce In the war, Serbia would now 
be conquered territory and a vassal 
state 
of 
Austria Hungary. 
T h at Hie Serbians should show a certain st ubborness a lion I part 
ing villi territory they took from Bulgaria years ago Is natural, 
but that the Allies will perm it t h i s stu bbornness to prevail Is bard 
ly conceivable. 
Italy, however, may be u rg in g th e Allies not to adopt too in- 
sistant an a ttitude toward Serbia. 
To compensate for the loss of 
Macedonia, Serbians are d e m a n d in g that they be allowed to annex 
northern Albania. 
This would b e n f airtrad e , because, with a part 
of Albania iii her possession, S e rb ia would have an outlet to the sea 
through her ow n te rrito ry and would eense to remain an inland 
state. 
Bul Italy is not overpleas <1 with tile idea of Serbia b rea k ­ 
ing through to tile Adriatic. 
One reason why the Unman govern 
men! entered th e w ar was to make th e Adratie an Italian lake, and 
to secure a d o m in a n t position over the Slavs that border the Adrl 
atic’s eastern shore, 
lf Serbia becomes an Adriatic power. Italy 
must limit ber ambitions. 
Serbia bas already conquered a large part of northern Albania, 
and but recently suspended lier Albanian campaign because of ital
